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This is a decision on the "Petition to Withdraw Holding of Abandonment Based on Evidence that 
a Reply was Timely Mailed or Filed (MPEP 711.03(c)(1)(B), filed October 9, 2008. The petition 
is properly treated under 37 C.F.R.1.181. 

This Petition is hereby granted . 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to timely and properly reply to 
the Notice of Allowance and Issue Fee Due, mailed April 21, 2008.
